Thus each denomination has a distinctive 
letter as well as plate numbers, and in 
the case of those values such as the Ic 
and 2c requiring more than five plates, 
we find a number of different letters. 





Though the 10c Lindbergh air mail 
booklets had an extremely short period 
of general use, the panes are not par- 
ticularly scarce. Issued on May 26, 1928, 
at the Midwestern Philatelic Exhibition 
at Cleveland, O., the stamps became of 
little use for airmail when the rate was 
dropped from 10c to Sc per ounce on 
August 1 of that year. Instead of recall- 
ing the booklets, the covers were re- 
moved and the clerks at post offices 
pushed sales of these orphan 10c until 
all were gone. Surprisingly, it didn’t take 
long to get rid of them, since much air 
mail weighed over an ounce. 





Another copy of 425d (though it may 
be one already known) is reported by R. 
W. Harris of Brooklyn, who states he 
has one signed by J. M. Bartels at time 
the latter was one of the A. P. S. com- 
mittee of experts. Mr. Harris says that 
the stamp was offered at $200 in the 
lists of the late C. J. Phillips. 





Stuart of the Famous Ameri- 
cans will probably never attain much 
prominence as a portrait stamp. The ab- 
sence of few fine lines in the engraving 
gives the head a vague, fuzzy appear- 
ance in contrast to which the other Ic 
appear much sharper in detail.

In a recent batch of US Notes we 
mentioned the peculiar absence of offer- 
ings of straight-edged copies of the 24c 
1918 airmail invert. Ralph Herbold of 
Lynwood, Calif., inquires how this stamp 
could have had any straight edges since 
the centerlines were through the center 
of the sheets of 100. Since others may 
be puzzled, we’ll again explain that this 
stamp was printed from plates of 100 
subjects and to make the sheets same 
size as other issues then current, the 
margins were cut off on two sides, pro- 
ducing 19 straightedged stamps per sheet. 
At first any two sides of sheets were 
trimmed, but later only right and bottom 
margins, and consequently these two po- 
sitions of the arrows are scarce. The 
straightedges on the inverts were at top

and right side. We wonder how many, 
if any, are still that way? The 6c and 
16c 1918 airs were produced same as the 
24c. 





What is believed the largest block ex- 
isting of the 2c green of 1887 No. 212a 
imperforate, was to be offered in Bar- 
tels Sept. 27 sale. The block is neatly 
tied by Brooklyn, N. Y., cancel dated 
March 25, 1890 on face of a large cover. 





Locals used by a Friends Boarding 
School near Barnesville from 1878 to 
1884 are interestingly described by John 
S. Campbell, Jr., one of Ohio’s better 
known “attic dusters,” in the September 
Scott’s Monthly Journal. Mr. Campbell 
became interested in these small labels 
bearing the initials “F. B. S.” in a boxed 
frame when he found some on the backs 
of letters from students. We can’t “boil” 
the article down without spoiling it, so 
better look it up in the S. M. J. The 
labels paid the charge for carrying stu- 
dent letters to the Barnesville p. o., the 
revenue being used to pay the school’s 
carrier, one of the students. 





Gummed on the face instead of on the 
back is a variety reported by Howard 
Seelye of the 3c Iowa commemorative. 
Something different, which though not 
catalogued, is seldom noted on U. S. 





Again in reference to our item about 
an envelope stamped “MAILED ON 
RURAL ROUTE.” Robert L. Jones sub- 
mits one such, postmarked Sept. 25 at 
Alanreed, Texas, which came as a letter 
by itself, without being attached to a 
package. Since there is no lower postage 
rate on first class mail, the use of this 
marking has no meaning on this letter 
and apparently is, as was the other cover 
reported, a mistake.

Abolition Stamp First Day 
At World's Fair 


Most of the copies of last week’s 
LINN’S were printed and some were 
already wrapped ready for mailing when 
word was received that the Post Office 
Department had finally decided where 
the 3c Abolition stamp would be issued. 
The new stamp, commemorating the 75th 
anniversary of the 13th Amendment, 
abolishing slavery, is to be issued Octo- 
ber 20th at the World’s Fair post office. 
Since this is a branch of the Flushing, 
N. Y., post office, first day covers were 
directed to be sent, along with remit- 
tances, to the Postmaster, Flushing, N. Y. 

Postmaster General Frank C. Walker 
in announcing this, pointed out this date 
was selected “by reason of the fact it 
marks the Diamond Jubilee Celebration 
being held at the World’s Fair on that 
date in connection with the National 
Memorial to the Progress of the Colored 
Race in America.” 

The 13th Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion was declared ratified and in force by 
a proclamation issued December 18, 1865, 
by Secretary of State Seward. Georgia, 
by ratifying the Amendment on Dec. 9 
of that year, had made it possible for 
him to issue the proclamation. No states 
ratified the Amendment between July 1 
and Nov. 13 and aside from the above 
celebration at the Fair, the date of Octo- 
ber 20 has no connection with the 
Amendment or Abolition. 

As of October 14 the design of the 
stamp was apparently not known to 
postal officials. (Editor’s Note: We are 
certain our readers will join us in hoping 
that this will be decided BEFORE the 
stamp is issued.) 





® During 1922 stamps were prepared 
for use by the Irish Republican Army 
by a firm of printers in Cork. The 
design had a Gaelic Inscription in center. 
Except for a few given away as souvenirs 
prior to the retreat of the I.R.A., the 
entire lot is thought to have been 
destroyed when the headquarters of the 
retreating army were burned in Cork. 
None of the stamps were postally em-

A statement by Scott Publications, 'n¢. 





Since the announcement that Scott 
Publications, Inc., would resume the pub 
lication of its STANDARD CATA 
LOGUE OF AIRPOST STAMPS with 
an initial edition in mid-November, col- 
lectors of this popular group have await 
ed with interest additional details as to 
the policy and scope of the forthcom 
ing work and of subsequent editions. 

In the first place it should be remem 
bered that this is not just “‘another cata- 
logue”—Scott is merely itself resuming 
publication of a book upon which it owns 
the copyright and which was originally 
published as an integral part of the

istered. This Committee—already hard 
at work—will serve in an advisory capa- 
city to Hugh M. and Theresa M., Clark, 
the capable editors of every Scott publi- 
cation. Their advice has been sought 
as to scope, layout, typography and 
general policy as well as eligibility of 
specific items under the scope and under 
the rigid disting requirements estab- 
lished for all other Scott catalogues. This 
Commmittee quite properly has no re- 
sponsibility whatsoever for pricing. This 
latter is something for those engaged in 
the commercial aspects of Air Mail. As 
always, the publishers will welcome the 
cooperation of every dealer in the fur- 
nishing of pricing data which may be 
useful in arriving at a fair market value 
of any item. 

One of the new features of the forth- 
coming book is the inclusion of a new 
column showing prices for USED ON 
COVER. The collecting of items in this 
form has achieved universal popularity 
within the last few years, and such a! 
listing is in keeping with the trend of 
the times. This refers to commercially 
used covers and has no reference to the 
popular first flight covers which are 
treated in detail in the AMERICAN AIR 
MAIL CATALOGUE, as published by 
the American Air Mail Society. 


The first edition of the Catalogue, as 
resumed under Scott auspices, will ap- 
pear in entirely new layout and typogra- 
phy as designed by Paul Berdanier, Jr., 
the Chairman of the A. A. M. S. Com- 
mittee, and will achieve a new high in 
attractiveness and readability. Modern 
in every sense, the new layout still re- 
tains the time-honored characteristics for 
sO many years associated with Scott Pub- 
lications. 


And what about the listings? The 
rapid growth of Air Mail within the last 
decade has brought about some abuses. 
These abuses have worked against the 
general welfare and to some extent have 
caused a temporary loss of interest in 
these stamps as well as in market value. 
It is believed that basically these issues 
are still the most popular of all modern 
stamps and the publishers and the A. A. 
M. S. co-operating committee are ap- 
proaching their work in a sincere desire 
to clarify the status of each and every 
item, especially those whose bona fides 
have been questioned. It should be stated 
as forcibly as possible that in no sense 
is it desired to establish any other stand- 
ards of eligibility than those already in 
daily use in connection with other Scott 
catalogues. Naturally, due to limited 
time available, only a meagre start in 
this direction is possible. During the 
coming year an intensive study will be 
made of this problem. However, the 
book to be published in November will 
be extensively annotated in the light of 
the information currently availat!c

“Stamp collecting is a favorite pastime 
among New York City school children, 
according to Dr. Elias Silberstein, prin 
cipal of Public School No. 43, the 
Bronx, and himself a philatelist. A sur- 
vey made recently by Dr. Silberstein in 
representative schools of all types 
throughout the city shows that approxi 
mately 125,000 boys and girls of all 
ages (more than a tenth of the city’s 
million school children) are enthusiastic 
stamp collectors.".—New York Sun. 

In one of our previous columns we told 
of the survey Dr. Silberstein was con- 
ducting, and in accordance with the re 
sults just released it is believed that one 
boy out of three registered in the schools, 
and one girl out of every eight collects 
stamps. There are 300 stamp clubs in 
the public schools, having an average 
membership of 30 members. An average 
of ten teachers in each school use stamps 
in the teaching of geography, history, 
and literature. Youngsters in the fifth 
and sixth grades seem to show the great- 
est interest in the hobby.

A Real Scoop 


Of all the stamp papers in the United 
States, Linn’s Weekly of October 5 was 
the first to print the news of the ney 
Abolition of Slavery Stamp. Mekeels of 
October 7 also had this news, but all the 
other weekly papers were a full week 
later with this same news. 

The moral is, pay only 50c per year for 
a live weekly stamp paper and be among 
those who get the latest stamp news 
first. 

While we have much pride in the ac. 
complishment mentioned above, we do 
regret that the Post Office at Washington 
is still dipping into philatelic matters and 
catering to stamp collectors, yet doing it 
in a way that causes more dissatisfaction 
and ill feeling than if they would quit 
making all these new issues. 

We have repeatedly stated that what 
is needed in the Department at Wash- 
ington, more than anything else, is the 
service of a thoroughly wide awake and a 
fully experienced Philatelist; one who is 
capable of thinking out all the angles to 
any proposed act. It is entirely possible 
that Department Heads may from time 
to time consult Washington Philatelists, 
men who they think know something 
about stamps and stamp collecting, but 
if such is the case results have shown 
that the Department has been misled 
and fooled, or that it has refused to co- 
operate and accept sound advice. 

While the usual circular letter an. 
nouncement of this new stamp came from 
Washington several days ago, yet today, 
October 8, as this is being written, no 
First Day City has been named and how 
in HADES the Post Office Department 
expects collectors all over the country to 
learn this fact when announced, in time 
to get covers mailed to that city, without 
having named the city so that the stamp 
press of the country could print the in- 
formation in time to get it to its read- 
ers is more than we can imagine. Let's 
have some semblance of Philatelic Effi. 
ciency from the Department.

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Sweden must be a popular country for 
we received a number of answers to our 
questions (sure we can ASK them too— 
turn-about is fair play!) about reader’s 
copies of Sweden’s 1916-18 Semi-Postals. 
C. H. Hawkinson of Milaca, Minn., says 
he has all but two of the set and they 
are all perforated 13x13 and furthermore 
a Swedish dealer’s pricelist gives the 
same perforation. N. Karlson of Chicago 
says that all overprinted on Type AS5 
are perforated 13 all around, and are so 
listed in a Swedish catalog he has. Harry 
Malmros of New York says the stamps 
are surcharged on new printings from 
plates of the 1872-91 regular issue and 
are perforated 13x13%. M. C. Eggen 
says he finds in his 1877 Dues that a 
“greater number are perf. 13x131% rath- 
er than 13.” Ralph E. Danielson of Oak 
Park, IIl., says his set is complete of the 
semi-postals and all are perforated 13x 
1314, while his 1874 Dues are perf. 14 
and the 1877s perf. 13. K. E. Nelson of 
Jamestown, N. Y., writes that Swedish 
catalogue he has describes the 1874 Dues 
as perf. 14, but the 1877 as perf. 13x13%, 
and that from his own observation he 
finds this to be correct. Gibbons Cata- 
logue says the overprints on both types 
of stamps, ordinaries and Dues, was upon 
“reimpressions” and that catalog further 
describes the perforation of the entire lot 
of Semi-Postals as perf. 13. Neither 
Scott nor Gibbons lists perforations in 
smaller fraction than halves, which might 
explain the listings in both catalogs. One 
publisher evidently thought the stamps 
closer to 13 than 13% and the other ap- 
parently took an opposite view. Anyway 
the listings would appear not to be as 
accurate as they should be in view of 
our reader’s comments. 

Mr. Nelson advises that the Dues with 
overprints and the 10 ore on 5 ore (Nos. 
B11-B21) were not sold at post offices. 
The committee in charge of the fund 
campaign turned the entire issue over to 
the stamp dealing firm of Harry Wenn- 
berg Co., who sold them at double face 
value. The stamps were prepared by the 
Swedish government. It would seem from 
this that the stamps have scant right to 
inclusion in the catalog without some 
explanatory note of their irregular man- 
ner of issuance. 

Our thanks to readers for the above 
information. Evidently collectors of 
Swedish stamps read this column! 





A copy of the 3c Century of Progress 
is reported in blue instead of purple. 
This is not an error, simply a color 
changeling which occurred through fading 
of the purple ink. A little sunlight will 
often do this and other tricks with stamp 
colors. This is particularly true of stamps 
intended to be orange, such as the 6c. 
The main reason whv catalog listing of 
“shades” is pointless, and why beginners, 
at least, should not consider shades. 


Philatelic Labels 





There seems to be a continual show of 
new interest in the philatelic labels as 
evidenced by the fact that every week a 
few new names pop up with an order for 
one of the catalogues. 

One of the difficult things that will 
have to be handled is the occasional 
deluge of a bunch of gummed stickers or 
labels for some philatelic event. The 
question naturally arises, shall they be 
classed with these labels. The point in 
question is that large variety of labels 
issued for the World Wide meet at De- 
troit. These come in many different de- 
signs and on many kinds and colors of 
paper in many colors of ink. Even the 
persons who had them printed do not 
know how many varieties and kinds there 
are and if such material is to be included, 
it should be apparent that soon, the col- 
lector will be the victim of practices 
that are, to say the least, very unpleasant 
for him. 

If collectors of these labels have any 
opinion on this subject we will be glad 
to hear from him.

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Announcement of a 3c commemorative 
in connection with the 75th anniversary 
of the adoption of the 13th Amendment 
to the Constitution, to be issued on Oc- 
tober 20th was not only a surprise to 
local dealers but to metropolitan collect- 
ors as well. Nearly everyone feels that 
a better selection of an issuance date 
could have been made. The two leading 
suggestions were December 18th (the day 
ratification was proclaimed) and Lin- 
coln’s Birthday. 


Two more English firms have an- 
nounced plans to conduct auction sales 
in this country during the coming season. 
These firms are Robson Lowe Ltd., and 
H. R. Harmer. Harmer announces that 
all dollar proceeds from their sales will 
be placed at the disposal of the British 
Government, and owners will be paid in 
sterling from London. This auction sea- 
son will be the greatest ever. 


The Refugee Relief Auction will be 
held in the Grand Ballroom of the Hotel 
Astor Monday evening, December 22nd, 
following a dinner. The affair will be in 
the nature of a dinner auction. There 
will be a charge of $4 per plate for the 
dinner, and a $1 charge per person for 
those who cannot convenientl:’ attend the 
dinner but want to attend the auction. 
Many notables including the First Lady, 
the Governor, and the Mayor will be 
among the invited guests. 


The wholesale market on Roumanian 
issues is still being strongly assaulted. 
Prices with a few exceptions haven’t gone 
up as yet. But as soon as current sup- 
plies vanish and new supplies are needed, 
then the price question will be important.

QUESTIONS 

We solicit questions about precancels. 
If you are waiting to see something in 
print to answer a point or question that 
has been bothering you, it is our advice 
to sit down and write to the editor of 
this column. Your question may other- 
wise never be answered or it might have 
been answered long ago and you missed 
it. Often our readers suggest that some 
thing or other be printed which has in 
fact been printed several times before 
and it is difficult to keep new stuff on 
the page but we feel that we had better 
try to keep it new and stay away from 
rehashing as much as possible. So sit 
down and shoot us a line. The only thing 
we draw the line on is “where to sell 
your precancels.”” Most every time we 
tried that it ended up badly for us. 


WHAT TO COLLECT 

Although this item has a tinge of re- 
hash to it, it is my idea that at this par- 
ticular time of the year the different 
forms of precancel collecting should be 
reviewed. This item was inspired by a 
little talk by C. W. Sachs, President of 
the Central Ohio Precancel Club, at the 
Columbus Philatelic Club meeting, Fri- 
day, Oct. 4. Carl had just the start of 
many fine precancel specialties mounted 
for display. I do not know whether I 
can recall every one but I do know that 
I can get the most important. I hope 
from this group of suggestions several 
collectors may be able to pick out some 
of these specialties and find a lot of fun 
this winter in their pursuit. Starting with 
the Presidential Series and working back- 
ward. First of course is the general Pres- 
idential Series Collection, then the Pres- 
idential Bureaus. With the advent of two 
new Electric Eye items in the Presi- 
dential series and one from the 1927 
series a nice Electric Eye Collection can 
be made. A collection of just the B-11 
and B-13 types of bureaus had been quite 
popular up till the time of the Presi- 
dentials and could be just as popular 
now if pursued. Of course the Entire 
Bureau Issues make a wonderful collec- 
tion. Every State has its collectors and 
most of the denominations of the past 
issue have been made into collections. 
One outstanding item is the 3c “Stuart 
portrait” Washington. This stamp is 
almost identical to the 2c Bi-Centennial 
and was issued shortly after the Bi-Cent 
set came out, some few dealers trying to 
include it with the Bi-Cents. 


The Bi-Cent Series alone makes a 
wonderful Collection. Some few Bi-Cent 
doubles line collections exist. Of course 
all Double Line issues have many fol- 
lowers. Commemoratives of all issues 
except Bi-cents are generaly made into 
collections. The Famous Americans

which we encounter are the Parcel Posts 
with the Parcel Post Dues. Getting back 
into the older items of 1898 and 1902 
one little specialty is the fancy precan 
cellation collection. Consisting of such 
items as the Lansing web, Battle Creek 
double line, Fort Wayne tombstone, Cin 
cinnati horseshoe, Waterbury and Mont 
clair circles, etc. Beyond these before 
the names of the towns of course are the 
BARS which may mean anything from a 
bar to a large quad printed without town 
name or any identifying legend unless 
the stamp is on cover. Here too are the 
ORIGINAL DATEDS in these older is- 
sues. The new DATEDS have some fol- 
lowers. 

Rechecking, we find that along the line 
we have missed the NARROW TYPES, 
TYPE COLLECTION, TOWN COL- 
LECTION and DENOMINATION Col- 
lection, all of which we can recommend 
except the Denomination Collection. If 
you want to look into the matter a size- 
able collection of the Battleship Docu- 
mentary stamps precancelled can be 
made. These stamps have names of the 
firms using them and are dated. Airmail 
precancels were once popular but few 
of the recent airmails have been precan- 
celled so it has died down. Before check- 
ing out we do not want to forget the 
Scott’s number collection, a precancel on 
every Scott’s numbered U. S. item pos- 
sible. Quite a few collectors are giving 
this a run now. Just the Postage Due 
issues have been collected and even of 
the larger cities there have been spe- 
cialized collections. No claim is made 
that the above covers the field. I will 
add to the above as they come to mind 
but I think if anyone wants to be inter- 
ested in precancels the above should pro- 
vide the spark. We will be glad to ex- 
plain just what is collected in any of the 
specialties listed above as we know they 
are not very self explanatory in some 
cases.
